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Election Again Galled to 
Get Additional Money 
for Grass Lake School 



Referendum Set for June 17, 

Plans Would Call For 

No Auditorium 



A petition bearing 77 signatures 
was presented to the school board of 
Grass Lake, Disl. 36 at a special meet- 
ing June 4, asking for a special elec- 
tion to vote an additional bond issue 
to construct a" new school budding 
and found favorable action. . 

The referendum wilt be held Tues- 
day, June 17 at the school building 
and the voters will decide whether 
or not a bond issue of $62,000 shall 
be issued and paid off through in- 
creased taxation. The first Issue was 
for $70,000. 

Because the school h so badly 
needed the petitioners have asked 
that it be constructed at once to bring 
the cost within the bond limits with- 
out the gymnasium — auditorium. 
Eighty-one pupils were enrolled last 
year and the number is expected to 
increase to 100 next fall. Thp present 
building will not take care of even 
half that number. 

Cheaper To Build 
The petitioners arc of the opinion 
that it will be cheaper lo build now 
even with high prices than lo consoli- 
date, Waller Forbrich, secretary of 
the board said. 

. The election was changed from the 
usual Saturday date to Tuesday to 
take advantage of the little time 'hat 
could be saved. 

Forbrich said that the contract 
could be let on the basis of pu'sent 
bids Tor the entire structure and if 
the voters approve of the additional 
revenue, work could be started and 
the building completed in lime for 
use in the fall. 

Hope For Donor 
Members of the board are hoping 
that some considerate 'citizen will 
provide the additional money for 
construction of the auditorium- gym- 
nasium. He said that it could be 
named for the person and that the 
structure would be a living memorial.

Illinois Bell Telephone — 
Company Passes up 
2nd Quarter Dividend 



The Illinois Bell Telephone Com- 
pany Board of Directors today voted 
to declare no dividend for the sec- 
ond quarter of 1947. Except for two 
quarterly periods in the depression, 
this is the first quarter since 1882 in 
which the Company failed to pay 
some return to stockholders. 

The Company had paid 50 cents a 
share for the first quarter of 1947, 
announcing at the time that surplus 
funds were being used in part. In 
1946, the Company paid dividends of 
$6 per year, or $1.50 a quarter. From 
1909 to 1941, the Company paid no 
less than regular $8 annual dividends, 
with the exception of two depression 
years. 

Announcing that the Company's 
1947 operations had been conducted 
thus far without any profit to stock- 
holders, President G. K. McCorkle 
stated that "Current uncertainties 
concerning, 1947 financial results be- 
cause of increasing expenses includ- 
ing " the ^general wage increase just 
awarded, make' omission of the sec- 
ond quarter dividend a prudent 
move." McCorkle explained that wage 
increases have yet to be determined 
for more than 12,000 Illinois Bell 
employees. 

W. K. Kruse, Assistant Comptrol- 
ler, testified last March before the 
Illinois Commerce Commission in the 
Company's rate case proceedings, 
that the Illinois portion of the Com- 
pany's operations . was producing a 
return of "practically zero." The 
Company now estimates that total 
Company operations, which include 
interstate long distance and Indiana 
business, will show a red figure for 
the second quarter.

The meters themselves will be at- 
tached to the posts Friday and will 
be in operation Monday. 

The hours during which the parker 
is expected to pay arc from 8:30 a. 
m. to 6 p. m. daily except Sunday, 
and on Saturday will extend to 9 p. 
m. National holidays are also except- 
ed. 

The meters are supplied by the 
Duncan Meter Corp. and are the 
same as used in Waukegan the last 
six years and in 26 other Illinois 
cities. They register 12 minutes park- 
ing for a penny and one hour for a 
nickel. A representative of the Dun- 
can Meter Corp. said that the ma- 
chines used here would be the type 
providing for 10-penny, or two-nickel 
deposits to two hours. A nickel and 
penny combination may be resorted 
to. 

Installation of the meters is ex- 
pected to result in a more fair ap- 
portionment of the parking space on 
Main street and will tend to dis- 
courage people who have made it 
a practice to park their cars in the 
shopping district for a half day or 
entire'day. 

There will be parallel parking on 
the east side of the street and 45 
degree angle parking on the west 
side. The parallel parking has open- 
ed the roadway for a decided im- 
provement in movement of traffic.

The Forces of Freedom 

It is estimated that there are more men under 
arms than shortly before the Second World War. Save 
in the Western Hemisphere, there is no real peace any- 
where on earth. Violence, disorder, oppression — these 
are the symbols of the postwar world. And, as inevitably 
occurs in an age of suspicion and unrest, the liberties 
of people everywhere are being limited and destroyed! 

The position of the United States in this dark 
and dangerous time is clear. We, with a handful of 
allies, none of whom are economically or militarily 
powerful, are the last citadel of individual freedom. 
With few exceptions, the English speaking world alone 
still maintains and respects the basic rights of man— 
and even in that world there are ominous signs of 
weakening. The American government, in its dealing 
with the other powers, is the leader of the forces of 
freedom aaginst the forces of darkness and the" total 
state. 

The duty of the United States is equally clear. 
To put it in a phrase, this duty is to maintain our 
strencth. And strength can be divided into two differ-

Home-building cost statistics over 
n period of years show a rise and 
fall directly reflecting the Increase 
and decrease in the cost of the Exe- 
cutive Drnnch of Government, Mr. 
Vos said. 

Now, the T-E-W housing bill pro- 
poses new subsidized and public 
housing at a cost of $7.5 billion. This 
added expenditures through the Exe- 
cutive Branch of Government Is alone 
larger than the total taxes collected 
from the American people in any 
year before 1941, he polnted'ouL 

If such a course would actually add 
to the store of houses, it might be 
worth the price, but it will not in- 
crease cither the supply of material 
or the supply of labor. Instead, it 
puts Government programs in com- 
petition with private building for 
local material and labor; and stim- 
ulates millions of people to seek new 
homes at a time when the building 
market is already overwhelmed by 
demand. Obviously such results 
would have an inflationary effect. 

In addition to being Inflationary, 
the bill proposes to perpetuate a 
large Government agency for the 
purpose of administering the over- 
all housing program within the U. S. 
It seems clear that the administrative 
costs in a Government agency will 
exceed the mere detailed costs of 
salaries and office space. Examine 
the present record of the FPHA, 
which would be one of the ngencics 
perpetuated, Vos suggested, 

An Investigation conducted by the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
aided, by FBI investigators, brought 
to light the following facts regarding 
this agency: 

In New Jersey, a CIO official at- 
tempted to force the heavily union- 
ized FPHA local office to sell S5.000 
dwelling at a price of $5 each; 

In the local office at San Francisco, 
employees, lost 11,880 man-days an- 
nually in time spent drinking coffee; 
while at the same time they were be- 
ing paid overtime at the rate of 
SROOO monthly; 

Coal was purchased for heating a 
project after it was converted to us- 
ing oil; and in another project, minus 
lawns of any kind, $500 was charged 
to grass-cutting equipment; 

Work in the New York area is 
duplicated by the local and regional 
offices, each employing 300 persons. 
in view of this duplication, it is 
estimated that $04,000 annually is 
spent by the Government for unnec- 
essary office and storage space.

Your Village Council is attempting to alleviate 
the Village's curb parking congestion, and has 
voted to give parking meters a trial period. 

The meters are installed without any invest- 
ment or expense to the city. 

They arc installed for the purpose of making 
more parking spaces available nearer the stores 
you wish to visit, and reducing the walking dis- 
tance to and from your cars with bundles. 

Enforcement will start at 8:30 a. m. Monday, 
June 1G. 

The meter regulations must be observed be- 
tween the hours of 8:30 a. m. and 6:00 p, m., daily, 
except Saturday when the hours will be 8:30 a. m. 
to 9:00 p. m. 

Use pennies or nickels throughout entire total 
lime period of 2 hours. Each penny pays for 12 
minutes of time. Each 5c coin pays for CO minutes 
of time. (A penny will not operate the meter in 
the nickel slot.) 



The important thing for the parkcr to remem- 
ber is that he must manipulate the meter himself 
by turning the handle at the front, to set the tim- 
ing device in- operation. Under no circumstances 
will police officers be authorized to manipulate 
the meter, except for purpose of possible instruc- 
tion when enforcement is first started. 

To avoid a violation the operator must set the 
meter in operation when he drives into the park- 
ing space as directed on the face of the meter. 
Itoth "violations" flags in the meter must be com- 
pletely out of view before the meter is in operation. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to deface, 
tamper with, damage, open or wilfully break, des- 
troy, or impair the usefulness of any parking me- 
ter installed on the streets of Antioch. This provi- 
sion will be enforced rigidly. 

Meters have been installed for the benefit of 
the whole community, to better traffic and parking 
conditions for you. The co-operation of the entire 
public is requested. 



Double Parking Will Not Be Tolerated 

Cars must be parked within the space lines painted on the street. Both parallel and 
diagonal parking has been provided with the view to reducing traffic hazards. "No 
Parking" area must be strictly observed.
